U.S. Copters Ferry Hondurans 
To Fight Sandinists on Border

WASHINGTON — Honduran

The move came after unrest in 
which one student died and as stu- 
dent leaders tried to gather support 
for a genera] strike. 

Mr. Chirac's decision, an- 
nounced after two weeks of pro- 
tests, represented a reversal for a 
government that came to power is 
March with promises to strengthen 
law and order. 

The university bill proposed by 
a Gaullisi minister for higher edu- 
cation, Alain Devaquet, angered 
students because it proposed an 
increase in tuition fees to about 
SI 25 a year, the abolition of state 
diplomas — a system that gave 
graduates equal qualifications re- 
gardless of where they had studied 
— and gave universities greater au- 
tonomy in selecting students. 

In France, all high school gradu- 
ates who recave the state -bacca- 
lairea high school graduation cer- 
tificate have the right to enter the 
university of their choice. 

On Friday, Education Minister 
Ren6 Memory announced the with- 
drawal of these three points, on 
which the students focused their 
protests, but he said that the rest of 
the bill would go before parlia- 
ment. 

Mr. Chirac's decision to aban- 
don the bill came Monday after 
Mr. Devaquet. 44. resigned and af- 
ter student leaders threatened to 
broaden the action into a more gen- 
eral political action. 

Student leaders had called on 
leftist trade unions to help organize 
a general strike Wednesday, the 
day of the student's funeral.

JERUSALEM — Israeli troops 
shot and injured six ^tone- throwing 
Palestinians in the West Bank on 
Monday as Arab demonstrations 
against the Israeli occupation 
spread for the fifth consecutive 
day, Israel' Army spokesmen said. 

A 12-year-old Palestinian boy 
was killed near Nablus, but army 
spokesmen said they still were 
checking to see whether he b3d 
been killed by Israeli soldiers. 

Security forces killed two Pales- 
tinian students during a demon- 
stration at Bir Zeit University on 
Thursday. A 14-year-oid Palestin- 
ian was killed Friday during dem- 
onstrations at Balaia, the same ref- 
ugee camp outside of Nablus where 
the shootings took place Monday. 

An army spokesman said it was 
not known whether the dead boy. 
who was brought to a Nablus bos- 
p'naJ Monday, was shoi by Israeli 
troops. Palestinian sources also 
could not say how he was killed. 

Two Israeli women were slightly 
injured Monday when stones were 
thrown at their cars as they drove 
through the West Bank. An Israeli 
soldier was slightly injured when 
Palestinians threw stones and bot- 
tles at 2 military patrol in the Da- 
haisha refugee camp, military 
spokesmen said. 

Also on Monday, shopkeepers in 
East Jerusalem closed their stores 
for the third day in a row to protest 
the killings.

Pretoria Says It Detains 
256 Children Under 16

JOHANNESBURG — The 
South African government has ac- 
knowledged that 256 children un- 
der the age of 16 are being detained 
without charges, the youngest of 
whom is 11 years old and 115 of 
whom are aged 12 to 14. 

The offiaal figures, which are 
ihe first released by the govern- 
ment since the imposition of a state 
of emergency June 12, fall far be- 
low those alleged by anti-apartheid 
monitoring groups. 

Last month, the Detainees Par- 
ails Support Committee, in start- 
ing a “Free the Children" cam- 
paign, estimated that during the 
past five months, 8,800 people un- 
der 18 have been detained. There 
were allegations that they have 
been physically abused and tor- 
tured while in prison. 

It is the first time the govern- 
ment has openly addressed the is- 
sue of children being held in prison 
without charges for long periods, 
despite an increasingly bitter cam- 
paign in the black townships 
against the practice. 

Adnaan Vlok, minister of law 
and order, said Sunday night that 
he was “deeply concerned and sad- 
dened" by the detentions, and he 
pledged that no child would be held 
for longer than was “absolutely 

necessary" 

Saying that it was distressing to 
him that children have to be de- 
tained under security laws, Mr. 
Vlok said: “However, law-abiding 
people have the right to be protect- 
ed against the disruption of iheir 
daily lives, violence and intimida- 
tion. The government has no op- 
tion but to act against any person, 
regardless of race, creed, sex or age, 
who places the safely of others in 
jeopardy." 

Mr. Vlok said he was “saddened 
by the fact that children are being 


manipulated by callous individuals 
and radical organizations” that 
“wish to make the country ungo- 
vernable through brutal methods." 

The government did not disclose 
for what alleged offenses the chil- 
dren were being held in prison. Un- 
der the emergency decree and other 
internal security acts, they may be 
held indefinitely without charge for 
interrogation or, if deemed neces- 
sary. to maintain public order. 

Spokesmen for ami-apartheid 
monitoring groups have said that 
while children in the black town- 
ships may frequently be drawn into 
dashes with security forces, many 
have been arrested in security 
sweeps based on intelligence re- 
ports. 

The figures on detained children 
were released Sunday night by Ma- 
jor Genera] Johann P. Coeizee, the 
commissioner of police, who em- 
phasized that procedure; governing 
the detention of “any individual" 
were applied in the cases or chil- 
dren to protect their rights. 

General Coeizee gave the follow- 
ing breakdown on child detainees; 
age 11,1; age 12, 6; age 1 3, 21 ; age 
14, 88; age 15. 140. 

In response to allegations by the 
Detainees Parents Support Com- 
mittee that juveniles have disap- 
peared in the custody of security 
forces. General Coeizee said that 
standing instructions to the police 
required that parents be immedi- 
ately advised of such detentions. 

“Some children, unfortunately, 
supplied the security forces with 
incorrect information regarding 
their names and addresses." Gener- 
al Coeizee said. “This, understand- 
ably. makes it extremely difficult 
for the security forces to notify 
their next-of-kin."

Neither Swiss government nor 
banking officials have disclosed the 
location of the bank where the sec- 
ond account named by the United 
States was held. The Swiss Justice 
Department has asked Washington 
for clarification of the fraud 
charges, an official said Monday, 
because “it is difficult to qualify 
what the people named in tins re- 
quest are charged with,” 

“And before we can take ac- 
tion.” the official said, “it is neces- 
sary that we are able to see whether 
it is a crime punishable under Swiss 
law.” 

It was believed that among the 
three Americans named in the re- 
quest is Lieutenant Colonel Oliver 
L. North, a former member of the 
National Security Council staff. 


President Ronald Reagan dis- 
missed Colonel North on Nov. 25, 
after it was learned that up to S30 
million from Iranian arms pur- 
chases had been funneled to the 
Nicaraguan rebels in 1986. 

It also has been reported in 
Washington that Reagan adminis- 
tration officials said Colonel North 
administered a Swiss bank account 
used to transfer several milli on dol- 
lars provided by the anti-Commu- 
nist ruler of Brunei, Sultan Muda 
Hassanal Bo Uriah. 

Swiss officials said Brunei was 
not mentioned in the U.S. request 
Monday. 

Credit Suisse officials would 
only say that they had blocked 
withdrawals from one of their Ge- 
neva accounts last Friday, at about 
the same time that the Swiss For- 
eign Ministry informed them of the 
first American message. 

Beal W. Hubacher. a spokesman 
at the bank’s Zurich headquarters, 
said the bank had begun an inter- 
nal investigation following reports 
in the United States that one of its 
accounts was involved in the arms 
transfers.

The death rate fell 7 percent from 
1975 to 1984 in tins age group, (me 
that accounts for almost one-fourth 
of ah cancer deaths is the country.

U.S. foreign policy has 
been discredited 

Mr. Botha ^made his comments in 
an hourtong interview, in which the 
biuemess of the ruling National 
Party government toward Wash- 
ington repeatedly came to the sur- 
face. 

He said that the White House, by 
all owing its foreign policy to be co- 
opted by Congress with the passage 
of theanii-aparthrid sanctions bill 
had made negotiations between 
Sooth Africa's white government 

and the black majority impossible, 
thereby g u arante e ing' a continua- 
tion of violence. 

“It’s an historic tragedy that a 
country like the United States can- 
not see this,*' Mr. Botha said 

The United States, he said, will 
have to bear the responsibility for a 
prolongation of the state of emer- 
gency in South Africa, which has 
been in effect since June 12. 

His government, be added, was 
shout clamp down, on dissent, and 
he signaled that restrictions on the 
press would be tighten soon. 

Responding to an offer last week 
by Chester A. Crocker, US. assis- 
tant secretary of state for African 
affairs, to make available his of- 
fices for negotiations between 
South African blacks and whites, 
Mr. Botha said: “We are against 
that kind or interference. But even 
if we were not, how reliable is it?" 

What would Congress do, he 
asked, with any deal that Pretoria 
made with Washington? 

He was asked whether Pretoria 
would shy away from any U.S. ini- 
tiatives to resolve the conflict 

*T have no choice." the foreign 
minis ter replied “Where does it 
land me? If I decide that your Con- 
gress is a foreign policy institution, 
what do I do then?" 

Mr, Botha said he was "lament- 
ing a dil emma " more than irrevoca- 
bly “writing off" the United States 
from South Africa foreign policy. 

But be said he found little en-

couragement in the prospect of a 
Democratic majority in the new 
U.S. Senate under a Republican 
president "Look what we got un- 
der a Republican majority." Mr. 
Botha said “It could get worse. 
Anything could get worse. But 1 
don't see how." 

With the Republicans in eontroL 
the Senate overrode Mr. Reagan's 
veto of punitive sanctions. 

Nevertheless. Mr. Botha said 
the defunct U.S. policy of construc- 
tive engagement was not much bet- 
ter for South .Africa. 

“From our point of view, con- 
structive engagement in effect 
meant that pressure was being ex- 
erted on the South .African govern- 
ment.'’ he said. 

“What does it matter." be asked, 
“if you want to drown me in muddy 
water or in clear water?" 

He said that although the U.S. 
government stated that it would 
not attempt to prescribe a particu- 
lar political solution for South Af- 
rica . “quite a number of demands 
and prescriptions were made." 

He appeared to be referring lo a 
foreign polk}' speech last week in 
which Secretary of Stale George P. 
Shultz laid out in detail the kind of 
nonrad al society and universal suf- 
frage political system that the Unit- 
ed Slates wanted to see emerge in 
South Africa. 


Mr. Botha derided what he 
termed Washington's "notoriously 
inconsistent'* foreign policy, asking 
why South .Africa was expected not 
to raid across borders "even when 
we have firm evidence of cross bor- 
der terrenst attacks on us." 

He contended that the Reagan 
administration had made no 'dc- 
mands on black-ruled "front-line" 
states that South Africa savs har- 
bors guerrillas who w ant to over- 
throw the Pretoria government. 

By “automatically censuring 
Souih Africa all the time" without 
applying the same standards of 
conduct to cither southern African 
nations. Mr. Botin said, the United 

States has undermined any chance 
of beginning conciliatory negotia- 
tions while impeding Pretoria’s ef- 
forts to reform the country's politi- 
cal and social system. 

“It encourages violence." he 
said. “The people sav. ‘Violence is 
working. The more violence, the 
more sanctions, the more we can 
cripple the country.' In effect, this 
U.S legislation assured that we will 
have a state of emergency longer 
t fop we would have."

Suddenly, there U a hopeful gl imm er of 
compromise on foreign-trade legislation. 
While the Reagan a dminis tration and Con- 
gress still fill the air with the pros and cons 
of curbing imports, both sides are now 
starting to talk sense on a key issue: helping 
displaced workers find new jobs. 

The world can hardly aTford new protec- 
tionist curbs on the huge American market 
for foreign products. Trade expansion is 
vital. It creates jobs, economic growth and 
thus bigger markets for all countries' ex- 
ports. But it also means layoffs in industries 
that cannot compete 

For too long, the administration and 
Congress have focused on protectionist so- 
lutions. Congress pushes for import restric- 
tions; the administration has resisted, but 
yields to heavy pressure. Now it appears 
both are awakening to the futility of run- 
ning against the rising volume and impor- 
tance of international trade. 

Workers laid off because of competition 
from imports need help in getting a new 
start. Recognizing this, the government 
storied “trade adjustment" aid a quarter- 
century ago. during the administration of 
John F. Kennedy. President Reagan let 
it wither. He does not regard displaced 
workers as a federal responsibOiiy, even 
though federal policies of his administra- 
tion — most of alL huge budget deficits 
— caused the enormous trade imbalance 


that brought on those workers' distress. 

Faced with the president's objection to 
adjustment assistance, creative thinkers in 
and out of government now advance alter- 
natives that would not enlarge the deficit, 
jobless workers might, for example; be al- 
lowed to take their full allowance of unem- 
ployment benefits in a lump sum as a nest 
egg for starting a job search or to make it 
possible to take a new job at lower pay. 
Employers might be induced to give more 
advance warnings when they plan cutbacks, 
provide in-house tr ainin g in new skills even 

when layoffs are not threatened and make 
pension benefits more readily transferable 
when an employee changes companies. 

Such ideas would support President Rea- 
gan’S new upbeat economic theme: "Make 
America more competitive." In Congress, 
New Jersey’s Senator Bill Bradley and oth- 
ers have advanced proposals of this kind 
before without success; prospects look 
brighter now. And a leading business 
group, the Committee for Economic Devel- 
opment, will soon offer recommendations 
along these same lines. 

Adjustment aid offers no miraculous 
cure for unemployment that remains near 7 
percent. Bui protectionism would make it 
worse. Protecting jobs in uncompetitive in- 
dustries would cripple world trade. Adjust- 
ment aid helps America adapt to its growth.

Of Trillions and Taxes 


It turns out that Ronald Reagan will be 
the president to send the first trillion-dollar 
budget to Congress. No longer does that 
seem ironic. Mr. Reagan has presented him- 
self each year as a budget-cutter, and the 
Democrats have found it convenient to por- 
tray him in the same way. But the cutting 
has been selective. Total spending in Mr. 
Reagan’s six years in office has gone up 
roughly 40 percent. Without the taxes to 
match, deficits and debt have both bal- 
looned so that Mr. Reagan now annually 
helps to create the problem against which 
be then proceeds to rail The national debt 
was SI trillion when he took over in 1981; it 
will be $2_5 trillion when his term ends. 

Not all the pressures Mr. Reagan has put 
on the budget have been bad. On the con- 
trary. For a while in the 1970s, the defense 
budget became a kind of piggy' bank from 
which successive presidents and Congress 
financed a munificent expansion of domes- 
tic programs. The military budget needed to 
be restored, and the president has done 
that The chihan side of the budget needed, 
conversely, to be well weeded, and he has 
done that too. Take away defense and inter- 
est on the debt and federal spending is 
about $550 billion, three-fifths of which 
flows from just four programs: Social Secu- 
rity, Medicare, and civil service and mili- 
taiy retirement- All four of these have been 
substantially tightened in the Reagan years. 

The large and fuzzy public service em- 
ployment trade adjustment assistance and 
revenue-sharing programs that plumped up 
the budget when Mr. Reagan arrived have 
been discarded. The subsidized bousing 
program whose cost was rising faster than 
even proponents felt comfortable with has 


been put on bold. A bipartisan truce has 
been worked out on the other major pro- 
grams for the poor that were budget targets 
in the first two Reagan years; they have 
been declared off-limits. Under pressure 
from the president. Congress has also 
worked its way through the major public 
works programs and the programs that sup- 
port the middle class: aid for college stu- 
dents and veterans hospitals. All have been 
trimmed about as much as there exists po- 
litical will in either party to trim them. 

There remain some programs we would 
cheerfully drop from the domestic side of 
the budget: small business and export sub- 
sidies and the regional development fic- 
tions. But these are not fiscally significant. 
Nor is spending continuing to rise; defense 
spendin g authority has now been frozen by 
Congress two years in a row. and this year 
net domestic spending was frozen as wefi. 

Increasingly, the spending side of the 
budget is a dry hole; Mr. Reagan is resort- 
ing to such wigwagging as asset sales to 
bring his budget into line. The answer to the 
deficit is not a farther reduction in govern- 
ment services but a tax increase to pay for 
them. There are many possibilities: a small 
increase in income tax rates, an increase in 
the share of Soda! Security or other bene- 
fits subject to income tax, an increase in the 
gasoline or other excise taxes. He resists, of 
course. But that can only mean that his 
successor will have to mop up after him, 
Neither party can want that to be next 
president's task. Mr. Reagan cannot want it 
to be. He can redeem his record by cutting a 
realistic deal with Congress on the next 
budget. His friends should tell him that.

The f Contra’ Games 


When Congress last year voted $27 mil- 
lion in “humanitarian" aid for rebels in 
Nicaragua, it assigned the task of delivery 
to the Slate Department. Congress's intent 
was plain: to keep the CIA out of this 
program and to limit help to "nonlethaT 
shipments of food, clothing and medical 
supplies. Now it appears that the State 
Department evaded that restriction by al- 
lowing the use of the same plane to send 
both humanitarian aid and weapons. 

It paid the round-trip costs and used 
other funds, perhaps profits from arms 
sales to Iran, to cover the cost of hauls 
within Central America, thereby saving the 
“contras” tens of thousands of dollars. 

According to James LeMoyne of The 
New York Times, at least one plane char- 
tered in Miami performed such double 
duty. American personnel assumed that the 
State Department was monitoring weapons 
drops on a day-to-day basis. And The 
Washington Post reports that, despite deni- 
als, the U.S. Embassy in El Salvador was 
regularly informed of weapons drops. 

But in October, after the plane carrying 
Eugene Hasenfus was shot down in Nicara- 
gua, Congress was told that there was no 
such “commingling” of humanitarian and 
arms aid. So testified Elliott Abrams, the 
assistant secretary of state for inter-Ameri- 
can affairs, who added that it was perfectly 
legal for crews to fly “humanitarian" aid to 


Central America and then use the same 
plane for arms drops, since the State De- 
partment did not pay for the last leg. 

Come on. By any reasonable token, using 
the same plane “commingles" guns and 
noolethal aid, and paying the round-trip 
violated the congressional prohibition. 
What is going on here? Do officials believe 
that their convictions about Nicaragua jus- 
tify evading the law or playing word games? 
Congressional suspicions about just such 
altitudes explain — and justify — a good 
deal of the discord over the contra war. 

Over the years, President Reagan has 
assured Congress that he really wants to 
negotiate peace with Nicaragua. He has 
said that yes, contra human rights abuses 
are being cleaned up. As for Mr. Hasenfus 
and other former CIA operatives managing 
the arms airlifts, the administration con- 
tends that they are private citizens under- 
written by other private citizens. And when 
congressional accountants cannot verify 
how $17 million in contra aid was spent. 
State retorts that it is an “isolated event" 

The overstatement and the twisting of 
truth only fire more congressional suspi- 
cion. If the administration wants the S 100 
million recently voted for the contras to be 
judged on the merits, one thing it had better 
do is to come clean on the State Depart- 
ment's role in the arms airlift to Nicaragua.

Economic Fatigue in Japan 


After almost 40 years of nonstop expan- 
sion, the Japanese economic dynamo is be- 
ginning to show the first signs of fatigue. It 
is now all but impossible for Japan to attain 
the 4-percent growth in gross national 
product for fiscal 19S6-87 forecast by the 
government earlier this year. The slowdown 


is largely the result of the international 
exchange rate policy adopted by the leading 
industrialized countries over the past year; 
the yen has undergone an appreciation in 
excess of 40 percent since September 1985. 
It should be warmly welcomed by all of 
Japan's trading partners whose trade ac- 
counts are in deficit.

IN Anti-Apartheid Act of 1986 appears to 
have satisfied a widely felt need, among Ameri- 
cans to “do something" in the face of repression 
and injustice, there can no longer be any doubt 
that it has made it even more difficult than it 
was before for the United States to influence 
the course of events in South Africa. 

Predictably, the South African government 
has not become more amenable to American 
pressures and suasion. On the contrary, it is 
now more oblivious and truculent. 

Before President Pieter W. Botha decided, 
sometime last spring, that sanctions had be- 
come inevitable, his cabinet used to at least 
consider what was known as “the American 
factor.” Pretoria knew u had to pay some pike 
for enabling the Reagan a dminis tration to re- 
sist the pressures for punitive measures from 
Congress and the American public — and it 
was willing to play along as long as its internal 
and regional security requirements, to which it 
inevitably gave priority, did not interfere. 

Thus, Pretoria grudgingly accepted as politi- 
cal reality both public and private administra- 
tion proddings on the direction, scope and pace 
of reform, and in some case — though by no 
means all — acceded to them. It also tolerated 
American assistance to community-based pri-

Now, however, 
one bears less rejoicing by disinvestment advo- 
cates Hke Archbishop Desmond Tutu and the 
Reverend Allan Boesak and more concern 
about the future from among the black workers 
of General Motors and other companies. 

Thus, American leverage, never nearly as 
powerful as either South African blades or 
concerned Americans wished it to be, las been 
substantially reduced, just as the situation in 
South Africa and the region threatens to be- 
come more critkaL Internally, the Botha gov- 
ernment has failed to bring representative black 
leaders to the negotiating table; and it appar- 
ently is determined to “tough it out," thus 
virtually ensuring continued stalemate and po- 
larization. Regionally, the dangers of a destruc- 
tive tit-for-tat cycle between South Africa and 
its politically hostile but economically depen- 
dent neighbors have increased ominously. 

The inescapable reality is that southern Afri- 
ca is one economic organism with South Africa 
as its hub, and any attempt to ease the region’s 


ANC targets before the ANCs wihmgness to 
negotiate could be tested. Thus, a great oppor- 
tunity was lost, although — significantly — 
Nelson Mandela endorsed the concept of talks. 

This need not condemn the United States to 
inactivity. While the sanctions provisions of the 
Anti- Apartheid Act received all the attention, 
the bill also put a huge majority of the U.S. 
Congress firmly on record in favor of a negoti- 
ated solution rather dinn a revolutionary sce- 
nario — for a truly democratic post-apartheid 
constitutional order and against yet another 
repressive system.

With an Arms Accord, 
Reagan Can Still Recoup

N EW YORK — Forget those 
“sweeping potential aeree- 


I N “sweeping potential agree- 
ments” — such as the elimina tion of 
all nudear weapons, or was it only 
strategic nuclear missiles? — that the 
Reagan administration insisted were 
still “on the table” after the break- 
down of the Iceland summit meeting. 

After President Reagan's precipi- 
tous plunge from grace, it is question- 
able whether Mikhail Gorbachev 
even wants to enter further negotia- 
tions with a weakened president 
about to leave office and faced with 
an opposition Congress. The Soviet 
leader might conclude that steps like 
those discussed at Iceland would be 
possible only for a strong new presi- 
dent with a cooperative Congress. 

Besides, if Watergate is a guide, 
Mr. Reagan may be so preoccupied 
with defending himself and holding 
together his administration that he 
win have tittle time or energy for 
arms control And without a presi- 
dent’s vigorous commitment — espe- 
cially when his administration is as 
divided on arms control as this one is 
— no major agreement is possible. 

Time, moreover, is short if a treaty 
is to be ratified before Mr. Reagan 
leaves office; probably he would have 
to send it to the Senate before the end 
of 1987, leaving it to be debated in an 
election year. And even if such a 
treaty could be negotiated in time, 
Mr. Reagan might have been too 
weakened by the collapse of his Irani- 
an adventure to push a controversial 
agreement through a Democratic 


Senate, with a new president — possi- 
bly a Democrat with his own ideas on 


bly a Democrat with bis own ideas on 
arms control — soon to be elected. 

A chance nevertheless remains for 
a useful but limited strategic arms 
agreement; ironically, the prospect 
for such a step may even have beat 
enhanced by disaster. In his dire new 
situation, Mr. Reagan — whose ap- 
proval rating dropped last week from 
61 to 50 percent in one poll — might 
conclude that only an arms control 
agreement can save his administra- 
tion and redeem his reputation. 

That is the right wing's nightmare 
— that a struggling president will 
give away the national security in a 
desperation agreement- But even if 
Mr. Reagan were willing to make 
such a deal — and it is demeaning to 
him for his erstwhile supporters even 


to fear it — there would be no chance 
for Senate ratification. Instead, to get 
an agreement, the president probably 
would have to scale back his “sweep- 
ing” arms control ideas and go for 
something simple and limited. 

He might, for example, pick up 
some of the threads of “potential 
agreement” from Iceland and enter 
into, say. a five-year deal with Mr. 
Gorbachev along these lines: 

• Bar deployment of, bat permit 
laboratory research on, space-based 
defense; for that period, research 
probably could not proceed beyond 
the laboratory anyway. 

• Reduce strategic nuclear weap- 
ons by an agreed percentage on both 
sides — probably less than the 50 
percent that has been bandied about 

• Continue enforcement of the 
Anti-Ballistic Missile Treaty, as tra- 
ditionally interpreted, and mutual 
observance of SALT-1 

On the latter point, the new Demo- 
cratic Congress may well force a 
weakened president to return to 
SALT-2 anyway, by refuting to pro- 
ride funds for weapons exceeding its 
limits. The House approved such a 
step in its session last yean the new 
Senate would be likely to concur. 

Limited though it would be, such 
an agreement would give Mr. Reagan 
some degree of the strategic arms 
reduction he has said he seeks, with- 
out his haring to give up his cher- 
ished Strategic Defense Initiative. In 
return, he would be giving Mr. Gor- 
bachev equal reductions and some 
further assurance against the space- 
based defense the Russians oppose. 

A five-year agreement, moreover, 
would leave Mr. Reagan’s successor, 
whether Republican or Democrat, 
necessary flexibility to develop his 
own aims control proposals and his 
own policy toward SDL And it would 
enable Mr. Reagan to leave office on 
a note erf achievement, something the 
Iranian fiasco makes it hard to envi- 
sion on any other major issue. 

Is the president likely to see it that 
way? His insistence on “breaking 
out" of SALT-1 even as his political 
troubles deepened, is not encourag- 
ing. On the other hand, those troubles 
are far from over; and to paraphrase 
Mr. Reagan from better days, he ain't 
seen nothin’ yet.

At Reykjavik, the United States 
not only seemed prepared to restore 
an imbalance in short-range missiles 
in Europe, but appeared to take for 
granted the riimmation of Western 
Europe’s two i ndependent nudear 
deterrent forces, Britain’s and 
France's, in any major unclear agree- 
ment between the superpowers. Sec- 
retary of State George Shnhz said 
after the summit meeting that, he 
could not see how any g o v ernm ent 
could insist on keeping ballistic mis- 
siles if the United States and the 
Soviet Union dmunated theirs.. 

"For the European governments, 
however, total reliance on conven- 
tional defense is politically out of the 
question. None are wilting to demand 
the economic sacrifices necessary to 
build up conventional forces so long 
as a cheaper . and more convincing 
nudear alternative exists. Europ eans 
believe that nudear deterrence is 
what has given the continent its long- 
est period of peace since Napole onic 


times. Few are anxibos to e xp e rimen t 
with the new and tfiffereaL 
Since Reykjavik the concern wide- 
ly expressed in Enrope is that Ameri- 
cans — the opposition Democrats 
even more than the Reagan adminis- 
tration — ar c pr epared to jput a large- 
scale nudear settlement with Mos- 
cow above any alliance interest 
Thus the c urren t impetus to an 
effort, begun two years, ago, to awak- 
en the West European Union from hs 
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long dumber. It was setup in 1948 by 
Britain, Fiance and , the Benelux 
countries.

An Irrational Road Show in East Asia 


H ONG KONG — U.S. trade 
pressure has visibly broad- 
ened in recent months to take in the 
newly industrializing economies of 
East Asia. In rapid succession, con- 
gressional delegations have come to 
South Korea, Taiwan, Hong Kong 
and Sing apore to demand that they 
open their markets or revalue their 
currencies — or both. 

No one can dispute that America 
has a problem in its trade with these 
economies. Their combined mer- 
chandise surpluses with the United 
States readied $25 billion last year 
and will grow this year. Nor is it 
questioned that Taiwan and South 
Korea, whidi are the strongest 
threats to UJ>. manufacturers, need 
urgently to open their markets. 

But there the lope of the U.S. 
legislators seems to rad. Going out- 
ward from Japan, they enter an area 
where markets are smaller, wealth is 
less evenly distributed and the taste 
for American products is generally 
less developed than in Japan. 

There is something slightly ab- 
surd in the spectacle of a U.S. con- 
gressman complaining in Taipei 
that an islan d of 19 million people 
who earn an average of $3,000 each 
per year is not buying enough from 
a wealthy nation of 240 million to 
keep bilateral trade in balance.

move Taiwan or South Korea could 
make right now would be to drop all 
trade barriers immediately. How 
much would the UA, balance of 
trade be affected? 

As Asians know well, American 
manufacturers have yet to accept 
that comparative advantage in the 
world economy has shifted. Instead 
of responding sensibly to this, they 
send congressmen who bring with 
thapi the air of unreality that now 
pervades Washington. 

Increasingly, thw message that 
comes to East Asians is, as one 
Hong Kong commentator said re- 
cently, “Stop competing, so that the 
United States can continue to do 
so.” And with Washington lumping 
all its Fast Asian trade partners to- 
gether, it is sometimes difficult to 
resist the Asian accusation that 
there is a measure of racism in 
America’s tr eatmen t of them. 

Americans should stop coming to 
Asia unless they are prepared to do 
their homework first They would 
learn, among other thin g s , that U.S. 
multinationals are among those ex-, 
porting e v erything from cars to 
computers from this region back to 
the United States. 

The deq>scatcd xenophobia in 
these rations is not properly under- 
stood. Nor are the competing inter- 
ests of farmers, ind u s triali sts, bu- 


reaucrats and policy planners, 
although these are as difficult to 
balance as those of corresponding 
interest groups in the United States. 

’ The contradictions are clearest 
once the trade hawks reach Hong 
Kong, which is as free a market as 
the United States could hope for. 
Stuck for an argument, they assert 
that Hong Kong will be punished 
unless it helps to farce open other 
markets. Only someone in town for 
less than a few days could get away 
with such irrationality. 

“If^ something doesn't happen 
soon,” one congressional spokes- 
man solemnly threatened not long 
ago, “then something’s coins 
to happen.” 

It is pure theater for the folks 
bade in the district — honest legisla- 
tors admit this —and Washington 
should be grateful that it is recog- 
nized as such, since it may otherwise 

damage friendships in the region 
Theater or not.

Shops that sed wine, beer and cognac now 
are open for nine hours duly on weekends 
A instead of six, according to city officials and a. . 
"report in Moskovskayn Pravda, a local newspa- 
per. . . ; ... - ; 

. Food stores that removed tiquor from their 
shdves when-tbe anti-alcohol laws were adopt- 
ed in June 1985 arenow restocking it, according 
to Nikolai Tchernykh, an official at the Soviet 
Society for the Promotion, of Sobriety. 

Some restaurants that had gone dry after the 
laws were introduced are now offering wine, 
beer and even vodka with meals. 

After a sharp -initial -drop, consumption of 
cognac and some other alcoholic beverages is 
registering a slight risein the Russian Republic, 
according to Mr. Tchernykh. 

The stringent measures on d ri nki n g were an. 
early initiative of Mikhail S. Gorbachev when 
be came to power in 1985. While the restriction 
of liquor h as drawn criticism, letters decrying 
ihe sins of drink and calling for prohibition also 


have appeared in the state-controlled press, 
indicating that the issue remains divisive 
among the leadership. 

The new ritywide measures were introduced 
by Moscow’s Executive Committee to relieve 
the long fines for alcoholic beverages, Moskovs- 
fcaya Pravda said last week. Lines form daily 
otristdeliqaor stores across the country an hour 
or more before the 2 PJd opening and persist 
until the 8 P-M. dosing, it said. 

Now stmts sell wine, beer and light alcoholic 
beverages beginning at 1 1 A^L on week end s. 
Callin g ihe. move “an experiment,” Moskovs- 
kaya Pravda said “it will lead to reductions in a 
number of lines.” 

Hours were trimmed for buying vodka. For- 
merly available from 2 to 8 P-M, h now goes on 
sale at 4 P.M. - 

'Hus increased availability of lighter drinks 
may . be. designed in part to help the Soviet 
Union recoup revenue it has lost in 19 months 
since the anti- alcohol laws were introduced. 

Expanded hours and added supplies are 
viewed in Moscow as relief for the light drinker. 
It is widely contended that cutbacks in store 
hours, increases in vodka prices and lower pro- 
duction «nmed at heavy, drinkers had penalized

A Politburo member, Yegor K. Ugachev, 
praised the anti-alcohol measures in a speech in 
July, saying that they had brought a 30-percent 
decrease in drinking across the country.

Scenes involving drinking have been 
cut from 200 popular movies, according to the 
recommendations of a Communist Party re- 
view board, he said, and references in pbys, 
operas and some literature to heavy dr inki ng 
have been censored.

Ex-Agent Says ML5 Duped Thatcher 

Defending His Book, He Sty's Leader Was Misled on Spies

SYDNEY — Peter Wright, the 
former intelligence agent and au- 
thor of a book that tbe British gov- 
ernment wants suppressed, assert- 
ed Monday that Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher had misled Par 
li ament on security matters after 
being deliberately misinformed by 
the M15 counterespionage agency. 

Mr. Wright, who worked in Lon- 
don for M15 for 20 years before 
retiring to Tasmania in 1976, was 
testifying for the fust time since 
Bn lain took coun action in Austra- 
lia to prevent publication of his 
book, “Spycatcher. 

He said Mrs. Thatcher was 
wrongly informed when she gave 
statements on a Soviet spy, Antho- 
ny Blunt, in 1979 and again in 1981 
cm Sir Roger Hollis, former head of 
MI 5. 

In his book, the 71-year-old Mr. 
Wright accuses the late Sir Roger of 
being a Soviet mole and identifies 
other people as double agents. 


“In 1979 after Blunt was re- 


vealed as a spy. Thatcher made a 
statement that was gravely mis- 
leading." Mr. Wright testified. 
“She should not have made that 
statement. She should either have 
said nothing or revealed all. 

I believe on that occasion she 
was misled by M15. So I began to 
write a dossier, for it was my inten 
cion then to bring it to Thatcher’s 
attention.” Mr. Wright said. 

Mr. Wright testified that he 
would be rendering a service to 
Britain by exposing hew its leaders 
had shut their eyes to Soviet pene- 
tration. He admitted that if the 
book were published it would sen 
ously embarrass the government 
and probably ML5. 

“The British government has 
never accepted that it was being 
invaded en masse by Soviet 
agents,” Mr. Wright said in the 
Supreme Court of New South 
Wales, where the hearing is in its 
fourth week. 


Mr. Wright said tbe ramifica 
dons of Sir Roger’s actions were 


enormous. He said they had not 
only affected British security but 
also extended to Australia, where 
Sir Roger helped set up tbe Austra- 
lian Security Intelligence Organiza- 
tion in 1948.

Western experts estimate that 
more than 50 percent of the 6.5 
tons of heroin flowing into the 
United States each year comes 
from Pakistan, Afghanistan and 
Iran, with most of it being shipped 
through Pakistan. 

Narcotics control has become a 
major issue between the United 
States and Pakistan, particularly 
with a multibfllion-dollar aid pack- 
age for Pakistan to come before 
Congress in the spring. 

The two seizures involving the 
military officers were treated in an 
itnusaiai manner. 

Most drug seizures in Pakistan 
are followed by widespread public- 
ity. But in this case there was tittle 
mention of the arrests and they 
scarcely noted the mili tary connec- 
tion. 

While Pakistan has been under 
civilian rule for almost a year, the 
military retains a powerful role in 
the country’s politics, and incidents 
involving mili tary personnel are 1 
treated carefully. 

Officials have acknowledged 
both escapes but otherwise have 
refused to co mm ent Investigations 
into the two cases have led officials 
to suspect that drag traffickers in 
tbe Afghan border region have 
been using military officers to ship 
heroin because they believe the of- 
ficers win not be searched closely. 


Narcotics experts monitoring the 
drug flow through Pakistan say 
that substantial progress has been 
made to tighten screening at the 
country’s major airports, but they 


concede that the port of Karachi 
remains troublesome. 

Officials say that a new pattern 
of trafficking has developed in re- 
cent months that is difficult to stop. 

Some Africans, especially from 
Nigeria, have been found to carry 
heroin in amounts of as much as 
one pound, concealed in body cavi- 
ties. Some of the containers seized 
by Pakistani narcotics officials are 
the size of a large egg. An X-ray of 
a woman seized in Dubai on a 
flight from Karachi to West Africa 
showed five of the egg -sized con- 
tainers in body cavities. 

Pakistani officials interviewed 
recently in Karachi said they would 
approve the use of X-ray machines 
at Karachi airport if the United 
Slates would provide the machines. 

U.S. officials are understood to 
be reluctant to supply the ma- 
chines, apparently because they 
would raise questions of posable 
human rights violations.

NEW YORK — Prices ended mixed Monday 
on the New York Stock Exchange in a session 
whipsawed by profit-taking and futures-related 
buying and selling. Tra d in g was active. 

Tbe Dow Jones industrial average gained 
5.40, to 1,930.26. Half as hour before the dose, 
it was up 15 points; an hour before that, it was ‘ 
down 4. 

Losers outpaced gainers by about a 4-3 ratio. 
Broad-market indexes slipped. Th? New York 
Stock Exchange composite index eased 0.10 to 
143.59, the price of an average share fell 4 cents 
and Standard & Poor’s 500-stock index dipped 
0.01 to 251.16. 

About 158.98 million shares changed hands, 
up from 139.83 mill i nn Friday. 

Tbe market opened mixed but soon slipped 
lower. Analysts said investors were taking prof- 
its, as they have been since the Dow hit a new 
high last Tuesday. 

Willia m LeFevre, senior vice president at 
Advest, said three losing sessions late last week 
reflected both the market’s need to “consolidate 
gains” and its concern over tbe Reagan admin- 
istration’s arms sales to Iran. Tbe weakness 
continued Monday untO the Dow found sup- 
port at the 1,910 level, he said. 

Analysis said an upturn in the brad futures 
market carried into stock index futures so thai 
the contracts traded at a premium to their 
underlying stocks. Arbitragers then sold the 
futures and bought the cash equities. 

Strength in tbe Treasury bond futures marker 
triggered “quite a few buy programs,” said 
Charles Jensen, chief technical analyst at MK1

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Can Japan Learn to Love the PC? 


Lotus Enters 
Market Where 
Others Failed

TOKYO — Japan is the land 

of robot-run factories, software- 
controlled bullet trains and 
buildings where computers track 
executives from office to confer- 
ence room, routing their calls to 
the nearest telephone. 

But one vast territory of cor- 
porate Japan — the desktops of 
its managers and bureaucrats — 
has steadfastly resisted automa- 
tion. For reasons as varied as the 
awkwardness of Japanese key- 
boards and the dynamics of bow 
Japanese executives work, paper 
is piled everywhere, and personal 
computers can scarcely be 
found, save in the hack corners. 

Japanese computer makers 
have made little attempt to 
change that. Although they have 
imitated every form of U.S. com- 
puter hardware, they have slued 
away from productivity soft- 
ware, perhaps because they be- 
lieve the country's computer us- 
ers are just not interested 

Now, the arrival of the most 
popular spreadsheet program, 
universally used in the West, but 
as alien to the Japanese as sub- 
way graffiti, is promising to 
change all that. Maybe. 

After several years of toiling, a 
new subsidiary of Lotus Devel- 
opment Carp, more than two 
months ago brought oat a special 
version of its Lotus 1-2-3 finan- 
cial planning program, one that 
not only works in Japanese but 
compiles data in formats suited 
to Japanese tastes. Type in the 
year 1986, for example, and it 
wiB show up on Japanese- style 
charts and graphs as “Sbowa 
61," or the 61st year of Emperor 
Hirohito's reign’ 

Lotus, based in Cambridge, 
Massachusetts, is not the first to 
try to crack the Japanese market. 
Its largest rival, Microsoft Carp., 
has tried for four years to per- 
suade the Japanese to use its 
spreadsheet Multiplan, but so far 
it has sold only 10(1000 copies. 



So the question is whether Le- 
ms, w hich has sold more than 2 
million copies of its 1-2-3 spread- 
sheet, data base and graphics 
package around the world can 
succeed. 

“If Lotus can't make it work," 
a Toshiba executive said, “then 
maybe no one can." 

Even Lotus does not expect 
the landslide acceptance it has 
had in the United States. “You 
just can’t push Japanese manage- 
ment people to use the key- 
board," said Saburo KikuchL a 
24-year veteran of Sony Corp. in 
Tokyo until he was recruited last 
summer to bead Lotus Develop- 
ment Japan Ltd. “Americans 
have to understand that the Jap- 
anese way of working is totally 
different-" 

In fact, in Japanese offices it is 
unusual to see anyone but a sec- 
retary working on a personal 
computer. Executives here rarely 
do “What if" projections. If they 
want that kind of information. 


they are likely to request it from 
a suborrimare. 

For software makers, that pre- 
sents a sticky problem. A pro- 
gram usually sells well only after 
its initial users get hocked on it 
by discovering slowly how it can 
make their deskbound lives easi- 
er. Thus. Lotus is seeking to 
change the habits of Japanese 
executive, chiefly by confonning 
as closely as possible to Japan’s 
unique ways of handling and 
presenting information. 

“They've done a good job,” 
said Razuya Watanabe, who 
heads personal-computer opera- 
tions for NEC Corp.. Japan's 
biggest PC maker. “That doesn’t 
mean they’ll succeed.” 

The reasons for skepticism are 
practical as well as cultural. So 
complex are Japanese keyboards 
— there are more than 7,000 
characters in ksnji. the lan- 
guage's ideographic representa- 
tion — that most white-collar

White House 
Cuts 1987 GNP 
Outlook to 3.2%

WASHINGTON —The Reagan 
administration, revising its forecast 
for 1987 economic growth, predict- 
ed Monday that the US. economy 
would expand by a modest 3.2 per- 
cent next year. That would be up 
from this year's sluggish growth, 
but a fuD percentage point below 
the earlier projection. 

Beryl M. Sprinkel, chairman of 
the president's Council of Econom- 
ic Advisers, said the collapse in oil 
prices in early 1 986 and anticipated 
short -term adverse effects of tax 
revision were factors in the lowered 
projection. 

Earlier Monday, a group of busi- 
ness economists projected growth 
for next year at an even lower 2.8 
percent, and some said that a new 1 
recession may be looming in 1988. 

But Mr. Sprinkel said, “You can 
eliminate recession as a major 
risk" 

The administration forecast that 
gross national product would ex- 
pand by 3.7 percent in 1988 and 
then fail gradually to about a 33- 
percem rate of growth in 1992. 

The growth figures used by both 
the administration and the business 
economists refer to “real" GNP 
growth, which is adjusted for infla- 
tion. GNP measures a nation’s to- 
tal output of goods and services. 

So far this year, GNP has risen at 
an annual rate of about 2.4 percent. 

The new ^minis tration forecast 
projected civilian unemployment, 
r unning 21 7 percent this year, to 
decline to 6.9 percent in 1987. It 
said inflation, as measured by the 
consumer price index, would rise to 
3.8 percent next year — up from 
the rate of 0.7 percent this year 
because of the drop in oil prices. 

The administration projected 
that interest rates would decline in 
19S7, with three-month Treasury 
bills f alling to S.4 percent from this 
year’s average rate of 6 percent and 
10-year Treasury securities to 6.7 
percent from the 1986 average of 
7.7 percent. 

The 33-percent growth estimate 
is lower »han an earlier internal 


projection by administration econ- 
omists of 3.5 percenu 

The lower figure was adopted in 
a meeting among Mr. Sprinkel 
Treasury Secretary Janies A. Baker 
3d and the budget director. James

“We want a credible forecast ■ — 
one we can believe in and one even 
some of you can believe in," Mr.

In New York, the dollar ended at 
2.011S Deutsche marks, up from 
2.0070 DM on Friday. It also rose 
to 6,5925 French francs from 
6.5745 on Friday and to 1.6800 
Swiss francs from 1.6783. 

Earlier in London, the dollar 
closed at 2.0105 DM, up from 
1.9968 at Friday’s close. 

Dealers said 2.0150 DM was a 
key resistance point for the dollar. 
If that level is breached, the dollar 
could trade up to 2.0220 DM. they 
said. For the rest of this month, 
however, they forecast that the U.S. 
currency would likely stay in the 
present range. 

European traders noted that the 
French franc came under pressure, 
particularly against the Deutsche 
mark, over concern about the stu- 
dent riots in France. But news that 
Prime Minister Jacques Chirac had 
bowed to student pressure and 


scrapped a controversial university 
reform bill later helped bolster the 
French currency, dealers said. 

The British pound was subdued 
Monday, dealers said, with the cur- 
rency still reflecting the dollar’s 
movement and showing no real 
strength of its own. 

In New York, the pound ended 
at $1 .4225, up slightly from SI. 4220 
on Friday. In London, the pound 
closed at S 1.4207, down from 
$1.4293. and finished at 2.8523'

Dealers said nervousness about 
oil prices before the meeting on 
Thursday of the Organization of 
Oil Exporting Countries was mak- 
ing the pound more vulnerable.

Trading m shares of the formerly 
state-owned utility easily surpassed 
the previous record for total stock 
market volume. More than 800 mil- 
lion British Gas shares changed 
hands within three boors of the 
start of dealing. 

The previous record volume on 
the exchange was 520.8 million 

shares for aU equities on Nov. 14, 
1986. 

The shares, payable in install- 
ments, went on the market last 
week priced at 135 pence, of which 
buyers had to pay only 50 pence 
initially. 

Monday's price meant a 34-per- 
cent profit for investors who sold 
immediately. 

The price slipped about three 
pence within 15 of the new 

shares going on the market, but was 
still well above forecasts last week. 

The sale of British Gas is the 
most ambitious privatization plan 
yet by Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher's Conservative govern- 
ment in its drive to sell off indus- 


tries nationalized by Socialist ad- 
ministrations in the past. 

Others have included the state 
telecommunications company Brit- 
ish Telecom, British Aerospace 
PLC and Jaguar PLC.

SYDNEY — Foreign Minister Bill Hayden 
of Australia has entered the controversy over 
Rupert Murdoch's attempt to take over Austra- 
lia's largest newspaper group by calling for an 
investigation of the offer.

( C o n tinu ed From first finance page) 
never sat in front of a typewriter, 
much less a computer. 

Only in the past few years have 
word processors sold widely in Ja- 
pan, largely because of vast im- 
provements in programs called 
“ kana-kanji converters." A conver- 
sion program allows the typist to 
eater words in fame. a phonetic 
alphabet that fits on about 50 keys, 
and then (he program automatical- 
ly changes ibera to kanji characters 
— a laborious task most executives 
would not tolerate. 

Thus, most computers are kepi 
in the back office, for use by typists 
only. 

"People are less inclined to want 
a PC in Japan; they just write by 
hand." said Chris Larson, the de- 
velopment manager for Microsoft 
here. “Thai’s why there are so 
many facsimile machines in Japa- 
nese Offices." 

More than just clunky word pro- 
cessing. though, has kepi comput- 
ers off executive desks. The under- 
lying premise of productivity 
software is that decisions can be 
speeded if a manager can toy with 
sales projections. Tor example, or 
call up a telephone directory on a 
desktop PC. 

But if that is bow things happen 
in San Francisco or Chicago, it is 
not how they happen in Tokyo and 
Osaka. Older Japanese managers 
tend io make decisions based on 
oral recommendations from staff 
members, after extensive presenta- 
tions. If computers are called into 
[day, they are used chiefly by spe- 
cialist, often with software de- 
signed for the company. 

Even the term “office automa- 
tion’’ bandied about by Japanese 
computer makers seeking to seO 
their wares in foreign markets has a 
different meaning at borne. 

“It's fascinating,” said Lee A. 
Murray, a veteran of International 
Business Machines-Japan and now 


director cf marketing and business 
area management for IBM's Worid 
Trade Asia Corp. 

“The Japanese automate the of- 
fice the way they would automate a 
manufacturing plant: They pay at- 
tention to quality, to systems that 
assure expense accounts over a set 
figure are routed io the right man- 
ager For approval There is no lost 
mail.” 

The drive to improve group pro- 
ductivity. however, has cot been 
matched by an effort to increase 
individual productivity with com- 
puterized tools — the riesktoD or- 
ganizers. filing programs and fi- 
nancial planners that have become 
standard gear is American offices. 

"Japanese executives are more 
likely to hit upon a creative idea 
over beers at the local ciub »han 
over a computerized spreadsheet,” 
one IBM official said. “That’s just 
the way it is” 

In its effort to change that, Louis 
is portravieg itself as” the initiator 
of a revolution.

Unlike the English version, the 
new Lotus data base sorts words 
phonetically. In addition, the pro- 
gram can create Japanese spiral 
graphs, a type of diagram that per- 


The program wil] also create (he 
kind of stock charts — showing 
highs, lows and dosing prices — 
that appear in newspaper financial 
tables. 

And because the Japanese tend 
to demand very high-quality graph- 
ics, both video displays and pmii- 
outs are much crisper than their 
American counterparts —a feat 
that is possible became Japanese 
personal computers have a much 
higher display resolution that the 
models that IBM and Apple sell in 
the United States. 

“It turned out that the Japanese 
language translation was really the 
easier part of creating the pro- 
gram,” said Stephen Turner, an En- 
glishman who speaks not a word of 
Japanese and who beaded the engi- 
neering effort. 

“What took time was learning 
about the marker — what people 
expected from the spreadsheet — 
so that we didn’t get any nasty 
surprises.” 

It was those studies, be said, that 
prevented Lotus from turning out a 
program without grid lines or one 
that used Western-style dates. 

Mr. Turner insisted that he and 
his Japanese associates had no 
qualms about tinkering with the PC 
industry’s most tested and success- 
ful program. 

In total, reworking Lotus 1-2-3 
took 22 months, or about a year 
longer than it took Lotus's 
founders to write the original pro- 
gram. By the time Lotus had lured 
Mr. Kikuchi away from Sony, the 
program was basically finished; it 
is Ins job to convince the Japanese 
that they need iL But Mr. Kikuchi 
seems to sense that it will be an 
uphill battle. 

“1 think our best beL is with the 
younger managers,” be said. 

“For old people Hke me,” joked 
Mr. Kikuchi, who is 46, “this may 
be coming to Japan too late."

O N the cover is a picture of John Kenneth 
Galbraith, dressed tweedily, re c lin in g 
across a couple erf rows of seats in what I think 
is Soldiers Held in Cambridge, where Harvard 
plays its football games.- This is Galbraith's 
public persona: Mr. Harvard, the embodiment 
of urbane, witty, elite liberalism. 

Of the bits of writing collected here (every- 
thing from letters to the editor to travel jour- 
nals, but mostly op-ed pieces and book re- 
views), the ones that are least good are those 
written by the persona and not the person. In 
these, Galbrahh’s acquaintance with everyone 
in the world who has mattered since World 
War Q is not jest mined for insight bat also 
shown off a Httle. His writing tarns to fancy- 
pants locations. His liberalism takes on a tone 
of sherry-sipping condescension, or even, as in 
Ins improbable friendship, forged on the ski 
dopes erf Gstaad, with Wuham F. Buckley Jr., 
seems like a shriek. 

Fortunately, this is not the real Galbraith. 
The real Galbraith, book cover notwithstand- 
ing, h a t es football, feds ambivalent about Har- 
vard (where he was nearly denied tenure and 
has always bear resented for iris outside activi- 
ties) and is in his soul a country boy from 
C anada , a perpetual outsider who bums with a 
dear-eyed, intelligent political passion.

the United States blaming those 
who reside “inside the Beltway" for 
his troubles in Iran and Nicaragua, 
and the bead of the CIA using the 
Beltway (o cover up Ins role in the 
Rube Goldberg arms scandal.

President Reagan believes it was 
the knee-jerk reaction of the Belt- 
way liberals that stepped the gov- 
ernment in its tracks and ruined his 
chances of becoming the Ayatollah 
Khomeini’s pen pal. 

What do you do with people who 
live inside the Beltway? Several of 
Reagan's National Security Coun- 
cil advisers have suggested bulldoz- 
ing the entire area and making it 
into a secret landing strip io handle 
future Ollie North flights to Iran.

F t ARJS — It’s probably fair to 
say that every true devotee of 
French Him classics has his favor- 
ite scene from Marcel Pagnol, the 
novelist and director who raised 
the humble hills around Marseille 
to mythic heights. Mine comes in 
the 1939 movie “Harvest," star- 
ring Femandel about the rebirth 
of a crumbling, stony village in 
what Pagnol himself called “the 
harsh, hard Provence of the hilk 
north of Aubagne.” his native 
town. Femandcl plays a charm- 
ingly knavish artisan who tugs a 
knif e-sharpener's can over corru- 
gated tracks from village to vil- 
lage. at one point finding a wom- 
an companion, played by Orane 
Demnzis, and then losing her to 
the stoutly sentimental peasant 
who had begun the village's re- 
naissance. 

At the film's end, Femandel 
pays an awkward call on the man 
who took the woman away from 
him. The two drink homemade 
red wine and eye each other wari- 
ly through the chiaroscuro interi- 
or of the peasant's kitchen. Fer- 
nandeL blinking his mournful 
eyes, talks about how hard it is to 
eke out his meager living hauling 
his can over the rough Hills of 
Provence. A bit of help would 
make a great difference, he says. 
Then, he makes a kind of settle- 
ment offer to the peasant: “Since 
you're going to keep the woman, 
give me a donkey." 

The scene, tender and merciless 
at the same lime, is typical Pag- 
nol, who. after a period of surpris- 
ing obscurity, has been the sub- 
ject of a kind of renaissance in 
France, thanks to two new films 
based on his work. Pagnol who 
died in 1974 at the age of 79, 
constructed great dr amas out of 
the ordinary events of life, depict- 
ing with shrewdness and senti- 
mentality the inhabitants of Mar- 
seille and neighboring towns and 
villages in all their stubborn tru- 
culence, irascibility and sorrow- 
fulness. 

The actors, like Raimu, Char- 
pin and Femandel who came to 
the studio Pagnol created in Mar- 
seille — the only truly successful 
regional cinema in French history 
— are among the legendary greats 
of French movies. 

And yet. in recent years, Pagnol 
had become something of a muse-

urn piece, his films less often seen 
on late night television, more dif- 
ficult to catch in the numerous 
Paris rerun houses. 

Now, however, the French 
press is talking of a Pagnol renais- 
sance. signaled by the appearance 
of the old master on magazine 
covers, in newspaper supple- 
ments, in written reminiscences 
by surviving friends. The main 
reason is that Claude Bern, 
known for such movies as “The 
Two of Us" and “Marry Me, 
Many Me.” has recently finished 
not one but two films based on 
one of Pagnol's regional epics, a 
two-volume novel collectively ti- 
tled “L'Eau des Collines." or 
“The Water of the Hills." The 
first, "Jean de Florette." starring 
Yves Montand, Gerard Depar- 
dieu and Daniel Auteuil ap- 
peared with great fanfare here in 
September, and the sequel, 
“Man on des Sources," opened 
last month. 

Taken together, the two films 
make up a kind of Franco-Shake- 
spearean drama of greed and re- 
venge centering on a struggle for 
control of an underground spring 
— the sounds of the title “Manon 
des Sources" — in the parched 
hills around Aubagne. In the 
modest olive groves of the Pro- 
vencal hills, the struggle takes 
place among threadbare, home- 
spun characters full of peasant 


cunning and conflicting emotions 
who reveal themselves while 
drinking their afternoon pasta at 
the local cafe. 

The obsession with water is one 
of the elemental things that Pag- 
nol relied on to unleash the entire- 
ly human-scale conflicts at the 
heart of his films. In the arid Hills 
behind Aubagne, the discovery of 
a spring could make the differ- 
ence between happiness and di- 
saster.” 

And so. in “Jean de Flore tie," a 
dreamy, idealistic hunchback 
from the alien world of the city, 
played with poetic extravagance 
by Depardieu, comes to a village 
known as La Treille to till the 
earth. He is defeated by the ali- 
too-human meanness and treach- 
ery of his neighbors, played by 
Montand and Auteuil who have 
plugged up a bountiful spring on 
his land with cement. Then, in 
“Manon des Sources." the injus- 
tice is spectacularly avenged by 
the defeated man's daughter. 

In making the two films — at a 
cost of about S 15 million, which is 
very high for France — Beni fin- 
ished what Pagnol himself began 
in reverse order. Pagnol made 
“Manon des Sources" in 1952, 


envisaging it as a kind of climactic 
work, containing all the elements 
of his early movies — what Ray- 
mond Ca stans, a friend of Pagnol 
recently called “the immutable 
scenery of his hills and his village, 
the peasants and artisans who 
made up his personal manger, the 
sublime actors seen in film after 
film and who ended up by form- 
ing a ‘house of Pagnol' just as 
there had been a ‘bouse of Mo- 
liire.* ” But “Manon des 
Sources," which featured Pag- 
nol's beautiful but not brilliantly 
talented wife Jacqueline, turned 
out to be his last film, and, in the 
view of most critics, far from his 
best 

Ten yeaix later, at the age of 61, 
following two successive theatri- 
cal flops, be wrote the entire story 
of “Manon des Sources" as the 
two-volume novel “The Water of 
the Hills." The first volume is 
“Jean de Florette." The second, 
“Manon des Sources,” was a 
highly revised version of the mov- 
ie Pagnol had made a decade ear- 
lier, so highly revised that Bern 
considers his version of the film a 
new work, not a remake of Pag- 
nol’s original. 

Beni says that he wanted to 
remain faithful to die novel and 


also to the mood and styte of life 
in the region north of Aubagne 
depicted by Pagnol The hffliop 
where Pagnol filmed “Manon des 
Sources" had been corned by va- 
cation houses, but another, sparer 
hilltop was found near Cuges-les- 
pins. The scenes of village life 
which occur mostly in the second 
film, "Manon des Sources," were 
.shot in Mirabeau, a town consid- 
erably north of Pagnol's original 
Aubagne. 

“A year before filming started, 
I trans plante d 12 olive trees, sev- 
eral hundred years old, to the 
set," Bern said. About 12,000 car- 
nations were planted — the char- 
acter played by Auteuil, whose 
name is U go Lin, dreamed of get- 
ting rich by growing flowers for 
the market. Water was hauled up 
the hill to irrigate the hunchback 
Jean’s vegetable garden, which 
firs: flourishes and then withers. 
Most important of all perhaps, 
Beni cast the film with natives of 
the Marseille region who could 
hanrfte the regional dialect con- 
vincingly. 

Yves Montand, who plays a 
cruelly calculating villager bent- 
on destroying Jean de Florette, 
has some of the best lines in a 
two-part movie full of memorable 
lines. His character is named Pa- 
pet, and he often huddles with 
Ugolin, who worries that Jean, 
the hunchback dreaming senti- 
mentally of returning to the soil 
might actually succeed. No, Papet 
says, with a typically Pagnolesque 
aphorism, Tve heard of peasants 
who became hunchbacks but nev- 
er of a hunchback who became a 
peasant." Later, when Jean meets 
with tragedy, Ugdin is stricken 
with combined sorrow and re- 
morse, but he assures the stern, 
onbending Papet that his tears do 
not mean he ts weakening. “It's 
not me who is crying," he says. “It 
is my eyes that are crying." 

These are the kinds of moments 
that have contributed to Pagnol's 
great status in France and moved 
the French press to greet Beni's 
two films like the reappearance of 
an old friend. At a time when 
most serious French film consists 
of modem urban drama, involv- 
ing glossy, chic, world-weary 
characters, Pagnol returns to the 
scene with a kind of primitive, 
archaic force,, telling simple, 
rough-edged stories of a world 
that Has disappeared.
